Chicago 


street car moa's strike was brought to a 
close today by the ratification by the 
men of the compaat agreed upon by 
their leaders and representatives of the 
company. 


After thirteen days of turmoil, service 


on the various linea of the Chicago City 
Railway company covering an area of 
33 square miles, was resumed. 


The strikers met in Federation 
hall 


which has been their headquarters, and 
the place was crowded when President 
Buckley, of the lociU organization, call- 
'.«l th« meeting to order. The lirut act 
w«s to exclude newspaper men from the 
lull, and for nearly two hours thereaf- 
ter the public W'RS igr.oranl of tlia de- 
tails of the proceeding.?.

first news from the hall was thut the

CHICAGO, NOT. 25.—The Chicago 


street car men's strike was brought to a 
close today by the ratification by the 
men of the compast agreed upon by 
their leaders and representatives of the 
company. 


After thirteen days of turmoil., service 


on the various lines of the Chicago City 
Railway company covering an area of 
52 square miles, was resumed. 


The strikers met in Federation hall 


which has been their headquarters, and 
the place was crowded when President 
^Buckley, of the local organization, call- 
•sA the meeting to order. The first act 
•WM to exclude newspaper men from the 
hall, and for nearly two liours thereaf- 
ter the public was ignorant of the de- 
tails of the proceedings. 


Sounds indicating that speeches were. 


being made, and frequent cheering, gave 
evidence that the terms arranged by the 
strike 
leaders 
were 
acceptable. The 


first news from the hall was that the 
men, by practical!;- a unanimous vote, 
hnd accepted the pvoyosition to arbitrate 
the matter of wages, the scale to be bas- 
ed on wages paid in other cities. Soon 
nftcr a second announcement proclaimed 
the acceptance of the whole compact. 


With this announcement came the 


statement that the union men had been 
ordered to report to the various barns, 
ready to tike out cars immediately. 


XO ADVANCE EXPECTED. 


The agreement as ratified by the men 


and previously accepted by representa- 
tives of the company, provides for the 
settlement of the wage question by a 
board 
of 
arbitration. Their present 


wages are not to figure in the calcula- 
tions, but instead the new scale is to be 
based on the market value of the men's 
service?. As the company claims to pay 
the best wages, the. now'arrangement it 
is thought may not result in an advance 
in the pay of the employes. 


NEW ROUTING PROVIDED. 


Clnusc II of the agreement provides 


for the betterment of working hours, a 
npv schedule to be arranged by the com- 
pany in conference with a committee of 
trainmen. The company retains 
the 


right to run as many cars us are nec- 
essary 
at all times, "endeavoring al- 


vays*" the agreement runs, "to maki: 
the work as agreeable to the men as is 
consistent with the performance of its 
4uty to the public."

None 
of tho men of tbe circle was a bad 
carver, ajiit nil of them rroiikl hn.ro 
decreed it a shame beyond ivords to 
have boon, but Wampler had rather 
tlie deftest aud surest hand. In rivalry 
with him Mrs. Gears was but a beg- 
ging pot-former.

I never saw it, 
unless at your house, until this mo- 
ment, aud the turkey I dressed and put 
Into the oven with my own band." 


Even with the precious spoon restor- 


ed to her possession, and her owner- 
ship of it thus fully acknowledged by 
Mrs. Wampler, Mrs. <«ears did not 
wholly recover herself. Until the com- 
pany broke up her manner retained :\ 
tinge of pugnacity, and she wore a 
look rather hard and suspicious.

open feud. Finally It was carried into 
the church. A docnroent was laid be- 
fore tbe session, urging it to summon 
Mr. sad Mrs. Wampler to an explsna- 


, tion. Their conduct, the document set 


I forth, In thug far refusing an explana- 


, tlon was neither brotherly nor Chris- 
| tian. It savored, If not cf guilt, at 


least of self-righteousness and pride, 
and in either;os,se they were amenable 


j to the session. There was prolonged 


argument inVthe session, as well as 
some plain speaking and streng feel- 
ing. 
At the "vote the lay members 


divided erenly,;-and it devolved on the 
pastor, the tier, Cornelius Holt, to de- 
cide. He was s man of rare humility, 
but of a ready sense of justice and an 
obstinacy in following It that no 


j amount of aggression could outwear. 


He decided against the petition and in 
favor of the Wanaplers. He had talked 
with them, he said, frequently about 
the affair of the spoon. They had in- 
deed several times sought his coun»el. 
He was convinced of their honesty, 
and if they offered no explanation it 
was simply because they had none to 
give. The appearance of the spoon in 
their house was as Inexplicable to 
them as to others.

The oth- 
er members of tbe session were deeply 
touched and repaired to their homes 
with cteliclously pure and esalteU feel- 
ings and with a mind resolved, every 
tana of them, to do bis utmost to keep 
the congregation in harmony. 


Bat unfortunately the congregation 


had not come under the spell of the 
pastor's moving Judgment and prayer, 
and divisions of such magnitude ensu- 
ed that the laymen of the session for- 
got their good resolutions and the ses- 
sion itself becsme a seat of wnr. Mr. 
Holt had nerved in his present pas- 
torate tea year*. Ten years' service 
in no office lessens tbe number of a 
man's critics unless he be a man of 
supreme tal«nt, aud that Mr. Holt wns 
not.. Ifroui Uls Installation there liud 
been ia the congregation a UlBsatlsllr»d 
minority, and it had grown with to* 
passage of time more numerous ana 


more outei>okeii. it now round in his 
vote against having the Wamplcrs be- 
fore the session what unconsciously it 
had long been waiting for—a point of 
union and onset. Tho pastor's frieufls, 
however, were in the main stancb, and 
open opposition .only intensified their 
ardor. The session divided again about 
evenly, but the opponents of the pas- 
tor were the cunninger faction Hnd 
finally persuaded tivo of his supporters 
to disregard personal preference and 
Join them in voting a request to Mr. 
Holt for his resignation. 


With his session thus become practi- 


cally unanimous against him and a 
good third of the congregation fiercely 
urging the session ou, the poor minister

And this is the origin of what is since 


known in Oeceoln as the New church, 
the church which in recent years has 
been so marvelously blessed. But it 
had a hard struggle in the beginning. 
It began to prosper only after the Rev. 
Mr. Holliwell took charge. He' is a 
natural pulpit orator, a man thorough- 
ly abreast of the times. He began by 
prefacing his sermons with a familiar 
talk on current topics, and every three 
months he preached a sermon exclu- 
sively for men and another exclusive- 
ly tor woman and one for the young 
people, and by these and other novel- j 
ties he soon awakened an interest j 
•which has continued until now tbe New j 
church congregation is much the lar- j 
gest and -wealthiest in tbe town. Then 
Andrew Jnrboe, a rich old bachelor 
farmer, died and left the church $10,- 
000, and that was a great help to it. 
In, life Andrew had not been a notable 
supporter of churches, but Mr. Holt 
bad once rebuked him sharply for fail- 
ing to trupply a due weight of but- 
ter, and it 13 'supposed that this had 
somewhat to do with determining his 
sorprising bequest to tbe New chnreo. 


Poor Mr. Holt after the New chnrch 


began to come up so conspicuously suf- 
fered a certain decline in the regard of 
his congregation; The members were 
still free jn expressions of devotion to 
him, but it became evident that in their 
feelings they had a little cooled, and 
Mr. Holt finally sought another charge. 
And his departure is not the least im- 
portant (tern la a general change which 
has now made Osceola a wholly differ- 
ent town from what It was at the time 
when Hnmltn Wampler disinterred 
Mrs. Luther Gears' holly sprig spoon 
from the turkey stuffing. Winter at its 
visitations Is still profuse, but the 
householder and shopkeeper now sweep 
arid shovel tbe enow from their walks 


j down almost to the last Sake, and but 


a sllglit moisture under foot deters the 
ablest bodied men from going abroad 
without their rubber shoes. 


Even the revivals «ro not what they 


were. So much have they suffered in 
their old time fervor that to the one 
church in which they still maintain 
their former lustihood p*ople now re- 
sort in crowds out of mere curiosity to 
view tbe spectacle. Here as regularly 


j as winter comes the best known repro- 


bates of the town are brought under 
tumultuous conviction. But when come 
tbe spring thaws, little by little their 
new virtue relaxes, and as the year ad- 
vances and all nature grows jocund 
and voluptuous they slip back for the 
most part into their old wild ways. 
Thus one winter opens with no less 
occasion than another for a stentorian 
evangel. Last'wlnter, however, among 


jinn seized the occasion to renounce 
her past. 


tbe converts of this hardened type ap- 
peared one noted character who had 
never been brought to the penitent's 
posture before, for however brief a 
season. 


This was a woman known as Gypsy 


Ann, 
a keen eyed, disheveled, shrill 


voiced, half mad creature, held, ns her 
lame betokened, in a certain suspicion 
and fear and often a word in the 
months of inert mothers to intimidate 
willful children. She dwelt alone in a 
remote ramshackle cabin, living mainly 
on charity, bnt earning a little money 
now Slid then by helping in tlio rousli 
work of the kitchens. She bad always 
soino special patrons. They changed, 
however, from time to time, for in her 
moods she wns apt to quarrel with her 
benefactors. Among the most devoted 
of them had ouce been Mrs. Wampler 
and Mrs, Gears, but oa some fancied
